WHEREAS,  A  recent  survey  by  the  Census  Bureau  reports  that  the  Bay  Area  commute 
is  the  longest  in  the  western  states,  and  ten  minutes  longer  than  the  national  average,  due  in 
large  part  to  steadily  worsening  traffic  congestion  on  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  air  quality  of  the  Bay  Area  was  recently  found  to  not  be  in  compliance 
with  Federal  air  quality  standards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  "Congestion  pricing"  is  a  method  of  charging  increased  tolls  during  peak 
commute  times;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Congestion  pricing  could  be  designed  so  that'high  occupancy  vehicles,  or 
"car-pools",  are  not  charged  a  fee;  and,  ^ 

WHEREAS,  Congestion  pricing  could  be  designed  with  "express  lanes"  that  solo 
drivers  could  access  for  a  fee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Congestion  pricing  would  encourage  persons  to  carpool  or  use  public 
transit  services  and  reduce  congestion  for  motorists  required  to  continue  traveling  as  single 
occupants  during  peak  commute  hours;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Drivers  and  non-drivers  would  both  benefit  from  congestion  pricing 
because  charging  more  during  peak  commute  hours  would  do  more  to  reduce  traffic  and  raise 
more  money  than  a  flat-rate  increase;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  experiences  severe  and  chronic 
traffic  congestion  during  peak  periods  of  use  during  weekday  mornings  and  evenings;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  is  at  the  heart  of  the  Bay  Area 
transportation  infrastructure  and  a  critical  factor  in  the  health  of  the  regional  economy;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Traffic  congestion  on  the  bridge  has  a  high  cost  to  residents  of  the  region, 
environmentally,  economically,  and  socially;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Not  only  does  traffic  congestion  on  the  bridge  delay  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  Bay  Area  commuters  and  the  transport  of  goods  and  services,  but  it  also 
contributes  to  air  pollution,  thereby  jeopardizing  the  respiratory  health  of  Bay  Area  residents; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Lower-income  communities  would  benefit  from  additional  public  transit 
funding  and  would  not  be  affected  during  non-commuter  hours; 

WHEREAS,  Additional  funds  raised  from  a  congestion  pricing  program  could  be  spent 
to  maintain  and  expand  transit  operations  that  serve  communities  with  fewer  transportation

Resolution  endorsing  amendments  and  providing  findings  as  to  the  local  conditions 
supporting  those  amendments  to  the  2001  State  Fire  Code,  as  required  by  California 
Health  and  Safety  Code. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  enacting  a  Fire  Code  for  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  to  be  known  as  the  "2001  San  Francisco  Fire  Code";  and 

WHEREAS,  Some  provisions  of  the  2001  San  Francisco  Fire  Code  are  more  restrictive 
than  the  2001  State  Fire  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  13143.5  and  18941.5  require 
the  City  to  furnish  reasons  to  the  California  Building  Standards  Commission  for  such 
deviations  from  the  California  Fire  Code  based  upon  local  climatic,  geologic  or  topographical 
conditions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Following  are  the  local  conditions  justifying  deviations  from  the  2001 
California  Fire  Code: 

Section  903.5.  Geological  -  Due  to  possibility  of  seismic  events,  additional  water 
supplies  need  to  be  accessible  for  firefighting  operations  to  supplement  or  substitute  for 
normal  water  supplies, 

Section  1003.1.1.1.  Geological  and  topographical  -  Due  to  possibility  of  seismic 
events,  fire  department  apparatus  may  be  required  to  supply  water  to  sprinkler  system.

WHEREAS,  Substance  abuse  is  a  societal  problem  that  knows  no  boundaries

Following  such  determination,  if  thejenantjs_unwilling 
to  pay  such  market  rent,  the  tenant  shall  be  entitled  to  withdraw  its  exercise  of  the 
option. 

3.       DFS  Post-Security  Master  Retail  Duty  Free/Duty  Paid  Lease 

Specifies  the  following  terms  and  conditions  for  DFS,  by  Airport  Commission 
Resolution  No.  02-0072,  adopted  April  2,  2002,  under  the  Concession  Support 
Program: 

•  Suspend  DFS'  MAG  applicable  to  duty  free  goods  until  December  31 ,  2002  and 
require  DFS  to  pay  percentage  rent  of  30%  on  duty  free  goods,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  below.  For  purposes  of  the  Program,  the  MAG  applicable  to 
duty  free  goods  is  equal  to  ninety  percent  (90%)  of  the  MAG  specified  in  the 
Post  Security  Master  Retail  Lease  ("Duty  Free  MAG"). 

•  Reinstate  DFS'  duty  free  MAG  if  monthly  gross  revenues  of  duty  free  goods 
equal  or  exceed  five  million  dollars  (55,000,000)  per  month  for  two  (2) 
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consecutive  months.  For  example,  if  the  gross  revenues  generated  by  the  sale 
of  duty  free  goods  for  the  months  of  April  2002  and  May  2002,  respectively, 
equal  or  exceed  $5,000,000,  DFS'  Duty  Free  MAG  would  be  reinstated  effective 
May  1 ,  2002.  DFS'  Duty  Free  MAG  would  not  be  adjusted  or  suspended 
thereafter. 

•  Suspend  DFS'  Minimum  Annual  Guarantee  applicable  to  duty  paid  goods  and 
require  DFS  to  pay  the  percentage  rent  specified  in  the  lease  on  duty  paid 
goods.  For  purposes  of  the  Program,  the  MAG  applicable  to  duty  paid  goods 
equals  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  MAG  specified  in  the  Post  Security  Master 
Retail  Lease  ("Duty  Paid  MAG"). 

•  Reinstate  DFS'  Duty  Paid  MAG  for  duty  paid  goods  once  monthly  enplanements 
equal  or  exceed  85%  of  the  enplanements  for  the  same  month  in  year  2000  for 
two  (2)  consecutive  months.  Such  comparison  would  be  done  by  comparing  the 
combined  enplanements  for  International  Terminal  Boarding  Area  A  and 
International  Terminal  Boarding  Area  G  (the  "Relevant  Boarding  Area").  The 
Duty  Paid  MAG  would  not  be  adjusted  or  suspended  thereafter. 

•  DFS  will  be  required  to  submit  the  customary  sales  reports  and  the  Airport  will 
have  appropriate  audit  rights. 

•  Grant  DFS  an  option  to  extend  the  term  of  its  lease  for  one  five-year  period. 
Such  option  would  be  exercisable  on  or  before  the  date  that  is  one  year  before 
the  current  lease  expiration  date. 

4.      Travelex  Percentage  Rent  Structure 

Travelex  America  holds  three  leases  at  the  Airport:  two  for  Automated  Teller  Machines 
in  the  New  International  Terminal,  and  the  lease  for  Foreign  Currency  Exchange 
Services. 
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International  Terminal  ATM  Lease  "A"  and  B" 

The  rent  paid  by  Travelex  for  the  ATM  leases  is  the  sum  of:  (a)  the  MAG,  plus  b) 
33%  of  Transaction  Surcharges  ("Percentage  Rent),  plus  c)  $0.10  per  customer 
use  ("Transaction  Rent"). 

Given  the  unique  rent  structure  of  the  Travelex  ATM  leases,  the  Airport 
Commission  authorized,  in  Resolution  No.  02-0039,  the  following  percentage 
rent  structure  for  the  Travelex  ATM  leases  during  the  MAG  suspension  period: 

•  35%  of  the  fees  for  0  to  32,000  surchargeable  transactions,  plus 

•  50%  of  the  fees  for  32,000  to  50,000  surchargeable  transactions,  plus 

•  60%  of  the  fees  for  50,000+  surchargeable  transactions. 

Each  Travelex  ATM  Lease  MAG  shall  be  reinstated  in  accordance  with  Section 
1  above.  Upon  reinstatement  of  its  ATM  MAGs,  Travelex  shall,  in  accordance 
with  its  leases,  pay  the  sum  of  a)  the  MAG,  plus  b)  33%  of  Transaction 
Surcharges,  plus  c)  $0.10  per  customer  use. 

Additionally,  Travelex  was  granted  an  option  to  extend  the  term  of  the  ATM 
Leases  for  one  five-year  period.  Such  option  would  be  exercisable  on  or  before 
the  date  that  is  one  year  before  the  current  lease  expiration  dates. 
Foreign  Currency  Exchange  Lease 

The  Travelex  Foreign  Currency  Exchange  Lease  does  not  include  a  percentage 
rent  structure.  Rather  the  Lease  specifies  that  Travelex  shall  pay  the  greater  of 
the  MAG  or  $0.88  per  enplaned  international  passenger.  In  Resolution  No.  02- 
0039,  the  Airport  Commission  authorized  a  percentage  rent  structure  for 
Travelex's  Foreign  Currency  Exchange  Lease  as  follows: 

4.25%  of  $0  to  $50,000,000  in  currency  transactions,  plus 

5%  of  $50,000,000.01  to  $60,000,000  in  currency  transactions,  plus 
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5.25%  over  $60,000,000  in  currency  transactions. 
Subsequently,  staff  engaged  in  further  discussions  with  Travelex  regarding  the 
Foreign  Currency  Exchange  Lease  and,  by  Resolution  No.  02-0072,  the  Airport 
Commission  approved  the  following  rent  structure  for  Travelex's  Foreign 
Currency  Exchange  Lease  during  the  MAG  Suspension  period: 

•  Suspend  Travelex's  MAG  for  Foreign  Currency  Exchange  until  December 
31 ,  2002,  and  require  Travelex  to  pay  the  Passenger-Based  Fee  of 
eighty-eight  cents  ($0.88)  per  Enplanement  as  specified  in  the  lease. 

•  Travelex  will  be  required  to  submit  the  customary  sales  reports  and  the 
Airport  will  have  appropriate  audit  rights. 

•  Reinstate  Travelex's  MAG  for  Foreign  Currency  Exchange  effective 
January  1 ,  2003.  The  MAG  would  not  be  adjusted  or  suspended 
thereafter. 

•  In  the  event  Travelex  shall  default,  the  Airport  Director  may  immediately 
reinstate  the  MAG  without  the  benefit  of  any  notice  or  right  to  cure  as  may 
otherwise  be  provided  under  its  lease. 

Travelex  was  also  granted  an  option  to  extend  the  term  of  the  Foreign  Currency 
Exchange  Lease  for  one  five-year  period.  Such  option  would  be  exercisable  on 
or  before  the  date  that  is  one  year  before  the  current  lease  expiration  date. 
5.      Adjust  Percentage  Rent  Structure  for  Certain  Post-Security  Food/Beverage 
Operators 

The  following  post-security  restaurants  are  focused  on  the  sale  of  food  (restaurant 
classification)  and  not  the  sale  of  liquor  (bar  classification):  Andale  SFO,  D.  Mitchell 
Concessions  dba  Harry  Denton's,  and  Gotham  Foods  Two  LLC  dba  Firewood  Cafe. 
Thus,  in  Resolution  No.  02-0039,  the  Airport  Commission  adjusted  the  percentage  rent 
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structures  for  these  leases  to  be  in  line  with  other  food-dominated  restaurants  as 
follows: 

6%  of  Gross  Revenues  achieved  up  to  and  including  $1 ,000,000;  plus 
8%  of  Gross  Revenues  achieved  over  $1 ,000,000  up  to  and  including 
$1,500,000;  plus 

10%  of  Gross  Revenues  achieved  over  $1 ,500,000. 
The  MAG  amounts  for  these  leases  will  not  change.

Clear  Channel  Airport's  Advertising  Program  Lease  was  included  in  the  Concession

Resolution  urging  the  National  Park  Service,  GGNRA,  to  make  available  to  those 
requesting  information  on  the  ANPR  process,  documents  showing  the  design, 
methodology,  and  protocols  for  analyzing  Public  Comment,  the  telephone  survey,  and 
any  other  Technical  Information  that  will  be  supplied  to  the  Federal  panel  for  the  ANPR 
process  regarding  Pet  Management  in  the  GGNRA. 

WHEREAS,  In  1979,  after  a  thorough  public  process,  the  Golden  Gate  National 
Recreation  Area  (GGNRA)  Citizen's  Advisory  Commission  recommended  a  "voice  control" 
policy  for  certain  traditional  areas  of  the  GGNRA,  a  policy  which  was  in  place  for  over  20 
years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  GGNRA  recently  declared  the  "voice  control"  policy  null  and  void  and 
initiated  a  Pet  Management  rulemaking  process  called  Advanced  Notice  of  Proposed 
Rulemaking  (ANPR)  to  decide  whether  an  exception  to  National  Park  Service  (NPS) 
regulations  requiring  pets  to  be  leashed  would  be  granted;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  ANPR  documentation  indicated  that  the  close  of  the  ANPR  public 
comment  period  was  April  12,  2002;  and 

WHEREAS,  NPS  has  recently  initiated  a  separate  ANPR  telephone  survey  without 
notification  to  the  public  or  stakeholders;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  design,  methodology,  and  evaluation  protocols  of  the  telephone 
survey  and  public  comment  analysis  will  have  a  strong  bearing  on  the  results;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  private  requests,  Freedom  of  Information  Requests,  and 

public  requests  at  the  July  23  meeting  of  the  Citizens  Advisory  Commission,  NPS  has 

declined  to  provide  design,  methodology,  and  protocol  information;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  people  of  San  Francisco  expect  their  government  to  be  conducted 
openly,  as  evidenced  by  the  passage  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance;  and 

WHEREAS,  Changes  in  GGNRA's  "voice  control"  policy  would  have  serious  impact  on 
San  Francisco's  citizens  and  City  parks;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Franciscans  are  mindful  of  Federal  Judge  William  Alsup's 
characterization  of  the  GGNRA's  lack  of  openness,  when  he  said  in  April  2000,  "The 
[GGNRA's]  outreach  was  not  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  input  .  .  .  The  outreach  was  a 
public-relations  campaign  to  create  the  appearance  that  the  National  Park  Service  wanted  the 
public's  input."  (Case  No.  C  00-0087  WHA,  Findings  of  Fact  and  Conclusions  of  Law,  Filed 
00  Apr  25,  US  District  Court,  p.  15);  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  commending  the  Federal  ruling  mandating  the  release  of  the  names  of 
individuals  who  have  been  detained  as  part  of  the  investigation  of  the  September  11 
terrorist  attacks. 

WHEREAS,  The  Bush  Administration  has  used  the  tragic  events  of  September  1 1 , 
2001  to  justify  its  appropriation  of  powers  previously  denied  it  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  most  notably  expressed  through  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  and  the 
agencies  under  its  jurisdiction;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bush  Administration,  through  the  Department  of  Justice,  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  Services  (I.N.S.)  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigations 
(FBI)  have  detained  over  a  thousand  immigrants  solely  on  the  basis  of  their  country  of  origin, 
their  ethnic  background,  or  ideological  affiliations,  and  through  Assistant  Deputy  Attorney 
General  Larry  Thompson  have  ordered  the  I.N.S.  to  treat  them  as  criminal  suspects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Justice  Department  has  admitted  that  almost  1,200  people  were 
detained  by  federal,  state  and  local  authorities  following  the  September  1 1  attacks  and  many 
have  already  been  deported;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Through  their  own  accounts  the  I.N.S  have  detained  a  total  of  752 
individuals  on  immigration  violations  in  connections  with  "terrorist  probe"  and  of  those  752 
detained  611  had  secret  hearings;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  People  for  the  American  Way  Foundation,  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  (ACLU),  the  Center  for  National  Security  Studies  and  the  Electronic  Privacy  Information 
brought  forth  a  suit  against  the  government  for  keeping  the  names  secret,  which  conflicts  with 
the  statues  of  public  information;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Judge  Kessler  found  that  the  government  affidavits  "nowhere  declare  that 
some  or  all  of  the  detainees  have  connections  to  terrorism.  Nor  do  they  provide  facts  that 
would  permit  the  court  to  infer  links  to  terrorism";  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  2,  2002  U.S.  District  Judge  Gladys  Kessler  ruled  that  the 
United  States  must  reveal  the  names  of  individuals  detained  in  the  investigation  of  the 
September  1 1 ,  terrorist  attacks;  and,

Resolution  commending  the  administration  of  President  Hugo  Chavez  for  its 
commitment  to  democracy. 

WHEREAS,  in  1998  President  Hugo  Chavez  was  elected  to  the  presidency  of 
Venezuela  through  fair,  open,  and  democratic  elections.

Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Legislature  to  pass  and  Governor  Gray  Davis  to 
sign  AB  58  which  extends  electricity  net  metering  for  customer-based  solar  and  wind 
power  generation  systems  over  ten  kilowatts  in  size. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  moving  forward  with  a  large  scale 
solar  energy  program  passed  by  the  voters  in  November  of  2001  which  will  increase  energy 
independence,  reduce  air  pollution,  and  provide  clean  electricity  for  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  pioneered  the  idea  of  running  customer  meters 
backward  (net  metering)  in  1995  and  since  then  35  states  have  adopted  similar  laws  creating 
a  boom  in  grid-connected  photovoltaics  and  wind  turbines;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Net  metering  allows  customer-based  solar  and  wind  generators  to  send 
electricity  they  cannot  use  on-site  back  to  the  grid  enabling  the  sharing  of  renewably 
generated  power  with  other  utility  customers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  in  the  First  Extraordinary  Session  of  2001 
extended  the  net  metering  program  through  January  1,  2003  and  expanded  it  tb  include  large 
commercial  and  industrial  customers  increasing  the  maximum  size  of  net-metered  systems  to 
one  megawatt  while  removing  a  cap  on  total  net-metered  capacity;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Assemblymember  Fred  Keeley  has  authored  AB  58  which  would  extend 
the  net-metering  program  allowing  net  metering  customers  to  employ  solar  or  wind  power 
generation  systems  up  to  one  megawatt  indefinitely;  and  the  bill  also  sets  the  cap  on  net 
metered  capacity  at  one  percent  of  the  peak  electric  demand  for  each  energy  service 


provider;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  AB  58  will  ensure  that  clean  net  metered  power  generation  is  encouraged 
in  California  while  also  requiring  time-of-use  meters  for  larger  net  meter  generators  to  make 
sure  that  utilities  are  not  paying  higher  than  market  prices  for  customer  generated  power;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  58  also  requires  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  assess 
the  cost  and  benefits  of  net  metering  and  report  to  the  Legislature  by  January  1 ,  2007,  thus 
continuing  a  review  of  these  policies  as  the  customer-based  generation  expands;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  the  California  State 
Legislature  to  adopt  and  Governor  Gray  Davis  to  sign  AB  58  extending  clean,  customer-

which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however,  that  if,  at  the  time  of 
authentication  of  any  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Bonds,  such  Bond  shall  bear  interest 
from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for 
payment  on  the  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made.  Except 
as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system  applicable  to  the 
Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Bond  shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  to  such  owner  at 
such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided, 
however,  if  any  interest  payment  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  and  New  York  are 
closed  for  business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment 
shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open 
for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day");  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least 
$1 ,000,000  of  the  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a 
Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a 
commercial  bank  located  within  the  United  States.  For  so  long  as  the  Bonds  are  held  in  book- 
entry  form  by  a  securities  depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof, 
payment  may  be  made  to  the  registered  owner  of  the  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities 
depository  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

The  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  1 5,  201 0  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  shall  not  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  maturity.  The 
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Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  June  15,  201 1  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond 
Award)  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their  respective  stated  maturities,  at  the  option 
of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a  whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the 
maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City  and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  on  or  after 
June  15,  2010  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award),  at  redemption 
prices  equal  to  101%  of  the  principal  amount  redeemed  in  the  first  year  the  Bonds  are  subject  to 
optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption  price  declining  to  100%  at  the  rate  of  0.5%  annually), 
together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  redemption,  or  such  other  redemption  prices  as  may 
be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  for  which 
the  purchaser  therefor  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with  respect  to  that  year 
shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as 
more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be 
designated  as  such  in  the  Bond  Award.  The  principal  and  interest  on  Series  2002B  Bonds 
subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  2002B  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of 
the  Bonds  for  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2002B 
Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds 
subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in 
excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but 
excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

The  date  on  which  the  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for 
redemption  is  herein  sometimes  called  the  "redemption  date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or 
cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective 
registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less

than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date.  The  notice  of 
redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  redemption  date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  dates 
of  maturity  of  the  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the 
distinctive  numbers  of  the  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Bonds 
redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed; 
(d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Bonds 
be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give 
notice  that  interest  on  such  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated  redemption  date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  not  be  a 
condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect  in  such 
notice,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds  or  the 
cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such  Bonds  on  the  redemption  date. 

At  least  five  (5)  days  before  the  above  redemption  notice  date,  notice  also  shail  be 
given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City  Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage 
prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all 
organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities 
depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services  or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance 
with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any  • 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Bond  in  accordance  with 
this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  (the  "Controller"')  determines  to 
optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall 
establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds 
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(Branch  Library  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2002B  Redemption  Account"  (the 
"Series  2002B  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on  the  redemption  date  there  must  be  set 
aside  in  said  Series  2002B  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient 
to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption. 
Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2002B  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose 
of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  redemption  date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of 
the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on 
or  prior  to  the  redemption  date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  2002B  Bond  Account  as  provided  in 
Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  2002B  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time 
in  the  Series  2002B  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the 
City's  policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  General  Fund  moneys  or  pursuant  to  any 
resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of  refunding  bonds  or  any  escrow  agreement  relating  thereto. 
If,  after  all  of  the  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are 
moneys  remaining  in  said  Series  2002B  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred 
to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City;  provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds 
of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such 
refunding  bonds. 

Whenever  less  than  all  the  outstanding  Bonds  maturing  on  any  one  date  are  called  for 
redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the  Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in 
denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be  redeemed  from  the  outstanding 
Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously  selected  for  redemption,  by  lot  in  any  manner 
which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein,  and 
when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  called  for  redemption  (principal  and 
premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  2002B  Redemption  Account,  as 
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provided  herein,  the  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the 
date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Bonds  at  the 
place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said 
redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  2002B  Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such 
Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Bonds 
shall  look  for  payment  of  such  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  2002B  Redemption  Account.  All  Bonds 
redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not  be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given 
to  the  owners  of  all  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof 
shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not  or  will  not  be 
available  in  the  Series  2002B  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in  full  on  said 
date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Bonds  called  for  redemption.  Notice 
of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was 
originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shaU 
not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in 
such  notice  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  2002B  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library  Facilities 
Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library 
Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2002B  Bond  Account  (the  "Series  2002B  Bond 
Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest 
earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2002B  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the 
Series  2002B  Bond  Account. 
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On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Bonds  is 
due,  including  any  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  said  date,  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2002B  Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the 
Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  8  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when 
added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2002B  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to 
pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the  option  of  the  City 
pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series 
2002B  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  of 
the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available  moneys  contained 
in  the  Series  2002B  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest  and  any  premium 
on  the  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption  premium  on  the  Bonds  as  is  necessary 
or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2002B  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2002B  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2002B  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2002B  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Series  2002B  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library  Facilities 
Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library 
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Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2002B  Project  Account  (the  "Series  2002B 
Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All 
interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2002B  Project  Account  shall  be  retained 
in  the  Series  2002B  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  2002B  Project  Account  shall  be 
expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition, 
renovation  and  construction  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution). 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2002B  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2002B  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2002B  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund 
or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the 
Series  2002B  Project  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding 
any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Bonds.  Costs  of 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses, 
mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying 
agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and  bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of 
departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ownership  of 
the  Bonds,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Bonds  may  be  modified  to 
comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository.  The  City  will  not  have  any 
responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Bonds  or  to 
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any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained 
by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or 
required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such 
securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a 
partial  redemption  of  the  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant 
therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due 
with  respect  to  the  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities 
depository  as  the  owner  of  the  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 
as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City 
Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this 
paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  1 2.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Bonds  may  be 
provided  for  prior  to  such  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the 
City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company  designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act 
as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)     An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Bonds  or  a 
portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case  of  Bonds 
which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of 
which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be 
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deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption 
date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date;  or 

(b)      Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as 
certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium 
due  on  the  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come  due;  provided, 
that,  in  the  case  of  the  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such 
notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said 
outstanding  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or 
cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to 
the  owners  of  said  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have 
received  an  opinion  of  nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said 
Bonds  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  tne  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and  the 
issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States  Obligations; 
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(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations; 

(d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the 
City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  an  escrow 
agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims, 
including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated 
"AAA"  by  S&P  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  which 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form  or 
(ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  is 
selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  "AAA"  by 
Standard  &  Poor's  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and 
upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund.

WHEREAS,  Safe  and  convenient  places  to  walk  and  bicycle  are  essential  elements  of 
retaining  a  high  quality  of  life  and  a  commitment  to  public  safety  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pedestrian  and  bicycle  deaths  in  California  account  for  25  percent  of  all 
traffic  related  fatalities  in  any  given  year  and  San  Francisco  has  seen  an  alarming  rise  in

[Commendation-San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the  National  Organization  for  Women.] 

Resolution  commending  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the  National  Organization  for 
Women  for  its  continued  efforts  to  empower  women  and  its  continued  vigilance  to 
attempts  by  others  to  limit  the  reproductive  choice  of  women. 

WHEREAS,  Between  1982  and  2000,  California  led  the  nation  in  arson  and  bombings 
at  abortion  clinics,  with  30  incidents  out  of  a  total  of  224  reported  nationwide;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  October  of  2001,  the  California  State  Senate  passed  legislation  meant 
to  ensure  freedom  of  access  to  clinic  entrances,  also  known  as  the  California  Freedom  of 
Access  to  Clinic  Entrances  ("FACE")  act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  FACE  act,  which  was  sponsored  by  Senator  Deborah  Ortiz, 
allows  California  to  be  among  some  14  states  and  the  District  of  Colombia  to  enact  clinic 
protection  acts  of  varying  degrees  of  protections,  including  the  protection  of  abortion  clinic 
entrances  and  its  medical  staff,  clerical  staff,  clinic  defenders,  patients'  escorts  and  friends; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  FACE  act  requires  the  state  Attorney  General,  assuming 
adequate  funding,  to  collect  and  analyze  the  data  about  crimes  related  to  reproductive  rights, 
report  the  results  to  local  law  enforcement  and  the  legislature,  and  to  adopt  a  plan  for 
investigation  and  prosecution  of  reproductive  rights  crimes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Over  the  years,  opponents  to  abortion  have  caused  physical  harm, 
sometimes  even  fatal  harm,  to  abortion  provider  clinics  and  doctors  through  such  acts  as 
clinic  bombings  and  homicide  of  doctors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the  National  Organization  for  Women 
("SFNOW")  purpose  is  to  take  action  to  bring  women  into  full  participation  in  the  mainstream 
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of  American  society  now,  so  that  they  may  exercise  all  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  and 
to  end  discrimination  against  women  in  all  forms;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  six  priority  issues  for  SFNOW  are  Lesbian  rights,  Reproductive  rights, 
Violence  against  women,  Women  in  prisons,  and  Actions  for  other  issues;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Reproductive  rights  for  women  are  under  renewed  attack  each  year  as 
anti-choice  forces  continually  seek  to  overturn  Roe  v.  Wade,  in  order  to  prohibit  abortion 
surgical  procedures  and  prevent  access  to  clinics  that  perform  abortions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Availability  of  access  to  abortion  services  in  some  states  has  decreased 
alarmingly;  and  according  to  the  Alan  Guttmacher  Institute,  84%  of  U.  S.  counties  have  no 
abortion  provider;  and
